TT” HE Sens of Peace, Oyer and Terminer, and Goal: Delivery of 
Y Newgate, for the City of, Loxdon and County of Middkſex ; be- 
| ginning at J/#ice Hall. in, the. 0/4 Bayly, on the gth. of Decem- 
ber, 'x685.. Charles Bateman, againſt whom, an Indictment of Hizh- 
Treaſon had been found, tor Conlpiring the Death of the lare King, &c. 
was brought.inthe Cultody of the. Keeper of Newgate in order to his 
'Arraignmeat ; and being ordered to hold up his hand, he deſired that 
he might firſt ſay ſomething for himſelf, in order, ro pur off his Tryal , 
but was toid by Mr. Recorder, he mult plead before he could be heard ; 
whereupon deſiring to'kaow whether he might have. the ſame advan- 
tage after his pleading as before, as to gain longer time for his Tryal, 
and being anſwered he might, h: held up his hand, and chen the Indit- 
Ment -was-'read : 
Mr. Bateman pleaded not Guilty, and defired his Tryal might 
be put off, ſaying, He was not prepared #0 make his Defence, and 
therefore prayed a longer time, ſaying, H: bad beem cloſe . Priſoner 
for the ſpace of ten. VVeeks, and was over and above wery much indiſpoſed ; 
and further alledged, h: had had no Notice nor any Pannel of the Jury; 
as for notice of Tryal, he was anſwered, that it was not uſual to give 
any in that Court, but that he ought'to have expeRted it, and prepared 
«for it accordingly, and as for the Pannel it was not denyed him ; then 
.he prayed a Coppy of the Indictment, bur was told it could not be al- 
- lowed ; and upon his further alledging his unpreparedneſs and no notice 
of Tryal, and the like, the King's Council urged that he had opportu- 
. nity enough to take notice of his Tryal, for that it was upon an IndiCt- 
-ment of the precedent Se/ions : Then he asked what time he might have 
-between his Arraigameat and. Tryal, and was anſwered, as much as 
.would ſtand with the conveniency of the Court ; and after ſeveral hours 
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Reſpite, he a ſecond time was brought to the Bir, and then upon his 


humble requeſt, Pen, Ink, and Paper was allowed him and-his Son to 
aſſiſt him ; and then were ſworn to try the Iſſue,

take notice, (that what Mr. Keeling had ſworn, was: only to.the 'Gon- 
ſpiracie in General, and did not affect the Priſoner int particular, 
 ,- Then Thymas Lee was {worn, and gave Evidence, that he being made 

acquainted with the Delignby Mr. Gaodenorgh, &c.” and how the City 
was.-to be divided into T wenty Parts and mannaged ; and being asked 
who was a fit man to mannage one Part, he nominated Mr, Batemer, 
and thereupon was deliced to.go to him, and ſpeak, with him about it as 
'from Mr. Goedenough; and when he came to diſcourſe him about that 
affair, he mane, tf very plainly 5 that he was no ſtranger to it nor 
boggled to give his aſſent, and ſeemed much defirous to ſpeak with Mr. 
Gosdenough-abour it : "That he likewiſe went-ane day to the late Duke 
of Monmonth's Houſe with Mr. Bateman; and Mr. Bateman, after he had 
had ſome Diſcourſe with one of the Duke's Servants, came tohimand 
told him, the Duke was willing to ingage in-the Buſineſs, and aſſur'd 
him, that he had divers Horſes kept.in the Country, to be in a readi- 
neſs when matters ſhould come-to Extremity.; and from thence he 
went with him to the K,/2g's-Head-T avern, and there had diſcourfe to 
the ſame effeRt ; and from thence, they came tothe Devil-T avern with- 
in 7 emple-Bar, where Mr. Bateman propoſed the ſeizing the Crt, Tower, 
Savoy, White-Hall, and the Perſon.of the late King, and promiſed not to 


be wanting therein. At another time, he met hum at the Half-Mooz

Ac jt of carrying on the Confpiracie, and that Mr, Bztemen had 
Fold Gim.Fharhe intended to take a houſe near the Tower, to place men 
1n, in order to ſurprizejt, ard.that he had held divers Conferences with 
ſome Sea Captains on That affair ; and that he had been with them at 
Coffee-Hoyſes, &e. at ſundry other times, bur there to prevent 'Diſco-

Ns abit Bridence, MF. Bateman objetted that if he had been corſcous 
of what was laid to his Chatge he was fit for Bealem, ſaying, He won- 
der'd if he f ad heard him [peat ſuch words, he had not accuſed him ſooner : 
Jt was anſwered, that Mr. Goodenough was not to be had till after the 
Rebellion in;the Weſt; and that Lee's oy Oy in Caſe-of Highs 
Treaſon in ſo high a:Nature, was not ſuthcient.' © 909707 
ThenMr. Richard Goodenongh was called, who beitty ſworn,depoſed that 
being in.compaay,with Mr. Bateman'( to the beſt'of his remembrance 
at the King: Head Tavern in St. Swithings-Alley near the Royals Edchange, 
and having. ſome Diſcourſe about 'the intended Inſurredtidn;, and of 
Wade and others that had engaged to promote it.” Mr. Batema# not ons 
ly approved of the Defign,. but once to uſe his Intereſt in'raiſhg men 3 
and not.only to be afſifling in the vw up allotted him, but in ſarprifing the 
City, Savoy, &«. .474 11 driving the Guards out of Town.

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Mr, Tomp#; Sir Wikia Tarner's, Clerk bezng icalied, and asked 
what he could jay concerning any Examination of Baker's taken before 
Sir William, that related to Lee; he ſaid, there was an Examination ta- 
ken Ango 1683. wherein Mr, Ice was mentioned; but to the. beſt of his 
Remembrance it was returned before the Kinz ang Conncil,. and he could not : 
give any. account of the Particulars. 8 | 

. Then Mr. Betemen deliredto know upon what Statute he was Indi&t- 
ed, and vas informed by the Court, That the Treaſon wherewith he ftood 
_ 4 », 1845 Comprehended within the 25th, of Edward. the 34. and the 
32h of Car. 2, by Overt-At; and having little niore to ſay in-his own 
Defence.;.' After a fayourable bearing of all he had materially to offer , 
and his Son having; been.allowed by the Court to aſſiſt him, in looking 
oyer his Notes, and calling his Witneſſes, by reaſon he through fick- 
neſs pretended himſelf incapable. Then the Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
King's-Bench Sum'd up the Evidence at large, and omitted nothing that 
might be:for-the advantage of the Priſoner, whereby the matter . was 
fairly, fully, and clearly left to the Jury ; and thereupon Mr. Bateman 
was taken from the Bar, after which, .the other Priſoners being. called 
and Tryed, and the Jury ready to go forth to conſider of their Ver- 
dit, Mr, Batewan's Daughter came in and- beſought the Court, that 

aker, whom (he ſaid ſhe had found out, might be heard againſt My. Lee, 

ut Mr. Lee being gone, and the Tryal already over, the King's Coun- 
cil oppoſedit, unleſs Mr. Lee could be found ( which he Could not be 
at that time ) and the Court having deliver'd their Opinion that ic was 
not convenient to examine any Witneſs after the Jury had received their 
Charge, it being a very ill preſident and of dangerous Conſequence ; 
yet ſome of the Jury deliring it, the Court to prevent any ObjeCtions 
that might be made, conſented, and Baker had leave to ſpeak, whoſe 
Evidence was, that being in Company with My. Lee, ſome time inthe 
Tear 1683. and diſcourſing about divers matters, hebad him go to the fign 
of the Peacock, and t0 the Angel and Crown, to « Chirurgeon, and 4 
Linnen-Draper whom he named, the former of which he remembred to be 
the Priſoner, and to inſinuate himſelf into their Company and diſcourſe 
them ; and when he demanded of Mr. Lee to what end he —_ do it, or 4. 
bout what he ſhould diſcourſe them, he told him it might, be about State Af- 
fairs, and by that means he wonld find a way to make Tim 4 great man ; and 
when he excuſed his attempting to intrude into ſuch Company as was above 
him, he being but 4 Shooe-maker, Mr. Lee told him he knew that, he kept 
Company with ſuch, and ſuch men, and why could he not as well do it with 
thoſe he had mentioned,and of tis he ſaid his Examination was taken be- 
fore Sir William T wrner ; but this being nothing to the purpoſe, but 
was rather looked upon as a Deſign, Mr. Lee had to make a diſcovery 
of the Conſpiracie, if he could have procured further Evidence to have 
Corroborated his own, and Bker being looked upon as a broken Fellow 
and that he lodged near the Sefions Houſe, and yet came not in before 
though often called,the conſideration of the whole matter was left to the 
Jury,and an Officer being ſvyorn to attend them went out, and after a- 
bout halfan hours debating that, and what elſe was before them,gave in. 
their VerdiQ,c*hat Charles Bateman they at the Bar,wasGuilty of theHigh- 
Treaſon «s laid in the Indiftment,which Verdift was accordinglyRecord- 
6, and the Priſoner re-conveyed toNewg ate; and being again brought to 
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Tuſtice-Hal, on Fridsy the 11th. of December, in order to receive Sen- 
tence; and upon holding up his hand, being asked What he could [ay for” 
himſelf, why the Court ſhould not give Judgment againſt him according to 
the Law : He deſired ro know whether Mr. wres16. vir fully Cn \ 
and was told, that as for the Out-lawrey he was pardoned, and that his 
Pardon had been allowed and approved of in that Court, and in the Court of 
King's-Bench, and for any thing elſe he was not Proſecuted : Then he ſaid 
his Opinion was altogether for Monarchy, and that he hoped he ſhould have 
an Advocate with the Kjng but ; had nothing more material to offer. '' 

Then Mr. Recorder, aſter having ſpoke ſeyeral things in aggravation 
of that great Crime, whereof, after a fair and favourable Tryal, he was 
Convitted ; adviſed him not to flatter himſelf with hopes of. Life, and 
thereby delay his Repentance neceſſary for his future happineſs, pro- 
nounced the Sentence, , which was, *That he pra return tE the place 
from whence he came, from thente be draws to the place of Execution, theye- 
to be hang*d by the Neck, and whilſt alive be Cut down, and his Bowels. to 
be taken out and burnt”; ' his Head to be ſevered from his Body,” and his Bo. 
dy divided into four Parts, «nd that his Head and Quarters be diſpoſed. of,

would be.tor both our Intereſt to comply with the Captain in his propo- 
ſal beforementiened, that is,.to give Holand Two hundred pounds, for 
that it was in His Breaſt alonear preſent, but if we ſhould be carryed be- 
fore a Secrgtar7,.0r put. to the hatids ofa Meſſenger, it would be then out 
of is power 3. bur Mr., Chaxcey till perſiſted that he would not give any 
thing, whereupon to White-Hall we muſt go (ſays Hard) in order to 
be Examined, and then the ſaid Hiys declared that I was the perſon, 
which the Merchant ſhould ſay ſpoke thoſe Words; however he was 
never brought before any body, albeit he was carryed to ſeveral places 
tm Mhite-Ha/l for that. : Holland pretended the Secretary was bulie ; 
ut alter ſome ſay, he ſaid he would deliver us into the hands of a Me/- 
j cake which he was informed was at the Fountaiz Tavern in the Strand, 
whom (' as he pretended ) he had ſent for when we were there before, 
and. accordingly thither he carryed us ; but there being no Meſſexger, he 
then ſayed he would ſend tor one, and accordingly Mr. Chaxcey thought 
that Hallzzd had ſent for one, but Hays and he till continued their per- 
yaſions to give two hundred pounds, but finding him unwilling to give 
any thing, Captain Holand draws upa pretended Information of High- 
Treaſon againſt him only, which being done, word was brought that 
two of the. Gentlemen that were in Company with them the laſt Night 
were in the houſe; Holland deſired them to come in, Hays in the mean 
time called Mr. Chancey aſide, and firongly perſwaded him to comply 
with the; Captains demands, ſaying, that if he had not money enough, he 
would prevail with the Captain to take his Bond, and that he himſelf 
would be bound with him, and thea he would be no more than One 
hundred pounds out ; however the two perſons being come' in, and as - 
was afterwards inform'd, one was Mr. Wiliam Davis, and the 
other Mr.Miliam Price, whereupon Mr HoYarnd reads the Information to 
them, which he had juſt before written, and told him that Price was a 
Barriſter ;. then Price did affirm that the words were High-Treaſon, and 
perſwaded him to comply, ſaying, it was the beſt hundred pounds that 
ever he parted with in his life, adding if he were innocent, that the de- 
lays, the-negleQ of his buſineſs, and the charges would amount to a grea- 
terfum ; likewiſe Davis that came in with him, perſwaded him to it al- 
fo, and Haland ſwore he would ſend him to Priſon without carrying 
him before a Juſtice of Peace ; and added, that one De/awne had been in 
Newgate for ſeveral Years and never knew for what, and that he was 
like tolye there as long as he lived, and that Corniſh was hanged for 
only hearing a Treaſonable DECLARATION read) and that 
his Guilt was Ars , having ſpoken words at lengrh, finding 
by their . Diſcourſe they would ſtick at no Oath for intereſt, or re- 
venge, aid knowing it was S#z4sy Morning, and not knowing what 
manner of men he had to 'cal with, nor what they might ſwear 
falſely againſt him, tired by lurrying him up and down as aforeſaid,and 
ſomewhat atfrighted with their menaces at the reiterated importunity 
of Hays,zwhopretended himſelf to be in the greateſt Conſternation ima- 
&:nable, fot fear the buſineſs ſhould come to light, and in hopes to be = 
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of his dangerous Company, that he might at leafure conſider better what 
ht had todo; he conſented to enter in to a Bond with Hays in the Penal» 
ty of 40o!. for the payment of 200,and the Bondsto be made toHolland; 
but this would not be accepted till he farther conſented to lign aWatrant 
of Attorney,to confeſs Judgment upon thePond. This being concluJed 
upon, Holland ſent his Foot-boy to call up Mri=—= a Neighbouring Scr;- 
wvexer to make the Writings, it being then between Two and'Three of 
the Clock on S»»day Morning, Who'was very unwilling ro riſe at ſo unſea* 
ſonable an hour ; but being told there were divers Gentfemen at the 
Fountain that muſt heeds ſpeak with him, ro draw ſome Writings upon 
an urgent occaſion, he at laſt went, and there found Holand, Hays Davis, 
Price, and Mr. Chancey, and that the TnſtruCtions were ready drawn up, 
which he took into his owti Note-book, and ſo went home to' draw .u 
the Writings, where he had not been long e'r Price came; to hit, 'and 
told him that he maſt Date the Bond any day 1n Trinity Term laſt, the 
buſineſs ſo requiring, whereupon he Dated it the 2tzh. of Ju»e, ſo that 
it became payable the next day after it was ſigned. This the Seriveger 
ignorant of the Conlideration thinking pretty hard, and that a Judge- 
ment was to be confeſſed upon it without a Defeazance, made ſome {cru- 
ple to doit ; but Price aſſuring him it was ſo agreed for ſundry Reaſons 
beſt known to themſelves, he brought the Writings, and ſpared not to 

ſay as much inthe Company, but Mr. Chancey nct contradifting it the 
Bonds were figned, but the Warrents of Arrorney being 'purpoſed, he 
{crupted to ſign it, and ag 79%, emer}, in the Ear, laid, What weed 
this, will not my Bond ſuffice * bitt he and his Accomplices crying or, 
Are not we agreed? Is it not ſo agreed * &c. and Hays withonr bogling 
figning on his part, Mr, Chancey with ſome Relntancy did the like, atd 
then the S:rivener propoſing it was convenient to have Releafes ro Bar 
any former Conſideration for which the Bond might be given; they wil- 
lingly afſented to it, and it was ſigned by Holand bearing Date re 
the Bond, whereupon the Scriverer was diſcharged, and Mr. Chancey 
had leave to go abour his buſineſs, and then Mr. Charcey further depoſett 
that on Monday the 3oth..of November, Holland ſent his Foot-boy with a 
Note direfted to Mr. Chancey, at his houſe in St, Lawrence Lame, inform- 
ing him that he had a preſent occaſion for 2o 1. and that he muſt needs 
furniſh him with that Sum, as likewiſe with Silk to make him a Cap, a 
Night-Gown and a pair of Slippers, promiſitig touſe him very kindly in 
the payment of the reſt, and to take out part of it in Wares, which was 
confirmed by the Foot-boy being ſworn, but Mr. Chancey by this time 
being better adviſed, and finding it was a Cheat, and under- 
ſtanding by the Boy where his Mafter was, under pretence of 
furniſhing him with the money and goods he had ſent for, found 
means to 'ſ{ecure him ; who being carried before a Judge, 
was upon the Oath of Mr. Chancey Committed to Newgate , and 
Price being ſoon after taken, was Committed to the K7ng*s-Bench and af. 
terwards together with Hays was bailed to Appon at the Xjng*s-Bench, 
as it was ſuggeſted to the Court, To this Ho#and pleaded he on! y took 
the Bonds to oblige the Partys to appear before the Secretary of State 
and that he did it to ſave himſelf harmleſs, there being no Conſideration 
why Mr. Chencey ſhould be otherwiſe obliged to him, and that he had 
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made his report of the matter to a perſon of Quality, who to!d him he 
had over done his butiinels. l 

' Davis pleaded that he was ignorant of the matter as to the contriving 
of it, and only came ifhby chanre as fie was going to his Lodging thac 
was near the ForntainffT avery, and was delired to ſtay as a Witneſs 
to the Writings ; whereupon Hokind's: Foot-boy being ſworn, gave 
Evidence, thar h2 had ſeen Davis paſs through the King's- 4rms Tavers 
ia St. Lewrence-Lane, when his Maſter and Mr. Hays were above with 
Mr. Chazcey, and farther that he had after that beento look for hin to 
come to his Maſter. This Objettion being anſwered, he proceeded to 
ittimate that 'Mr. Chancey was a dilaftetted perſon, and that 'Heys had 
affirmed ke heard him: ſpeak theſe words, viz, That the Rebellion in 
Scotland was no Rebellion, but a mere trick to pet money, or to that effect ; 
whereupon Vir Chncey called ſeveral worthy perſons to teſtifie his Be- 
haviour, and firſt Sir Edvard Waldon with whom he had ſerved his time, 
who declared that he had all along behaved himſelf civilly and modeſtly, 
and that he ever looked upon him to be a very Loyal Perſon, and well ' 
affeted ro the Government; adding, that he had been ſo faithful a Ser- 
vant, that he could not enough commend him. 

' Sir Robert Adams being defired to teſtific his knowledge on this occa- 
ſion, declared, that he had known him many years, and that he always 
took him tobe a very honeſt Loyal man. : 

- Mr. Brough, the fore-manof the Grand Jury for London, teſtified the 
iame as did ſome others ot known Loyalty aud Integrity; fo that the Jury 
receiving the Charge by Mr. Recorder,in which all was moſtexaQly ſum- 
med up that had been {worn againſt che Priſoners, &c.'and the Defence 
they had made forthemſelves, they withdrew, and within the ſpace of 
halt an hour gave in their Verdict, that Foh Holland and William Davis 
were Guilty of the Conſpiracie, Afanlt, and falſe Impriſonment, as laid 
in the Indictment.

The Goods layed in the Indictment were Sixteen ſilver Spoons, Nine 
filver Porrengers , Four filver Salts, Three ſilver Pots, Two ſilver 
Plates, Five ſilver Candleſticks, a filver Skimer, Four ſilver Boxes, Qne 
filver Tanckard, One ſilver Ladle, Six Diamond Riogs, Twenty plain 
Rings, and other Plate of value; Thirty Guineas, Forty pounds in Sil- 
ver, &c. Inall upward-in value of Three hundred Pounds :. To which 
Inditment, the Priſoners having ſeverally Pleaded not Guilty,put them

. The Jury Sworn and the Inditment a ſecond time read, Mr.Gaefora, 
gave Evidence, that about fix ofthe Clock in the Afternoon, going to 
Prayers and leaving his Wife and his Maid ih his houſe ( which Maid 
was Agnes Wearing ) and returning about Eight of the Clock the ſame 
Evening, found his houſe rifled and his Wite much abuſed ; the things 
mentioned in the Indictment, &c. Being at that time ſtolen. 

Mrs. Gatford gave Evidence, that On Friday the 1 1 th. of September, 
about Five or Six a Clock at Night, in the abſence of her Husband, ſome 
body knocking at the Door, ſhe ſent Agnes Wearing ( the Priſoner at rhe 
Bar, being her Maid ) down to ſee who it was, and jſhe returning, told 
her it was a Gentleman would ſpeak with her, ſhe then defired he wo

ſend up his }Yame and Buſineſs, but the Maid replyed he had a Letter 
for her, which he {aid he mutt deliver to her hand, however ſhe told her 
ſhe would not ſee him till ſhe knew his Name, but whilſt they were 
diſcourſing concerning it, a Perſon came up Stairs with both ends of his 
Wig in his mouth,and made asif he would prelent her with a Letter, but 
ſhe ſeeming ſhye, and telling him he was a ſtranger to her ; he kt go the 
ends of his//V7gg,and ſwearing a great Oath that he. was a great ſtranger 
to her,and capped his hands upon herThroat and Neck,faying he want. 
ed money ; Commanded her on pain of Death not to make any Noiſe; 
and whilſt {this happened, he heard her maid cry out loftly, Thieves, 
Thieves ; and then taking up her upper Coat, he drew it over her Head, 
and fo tyed it vvith her hands 1n it, calling as loud as hedtirſt, Jack, Jack, 
why. dow't you come up Fack? but he making as if he ſtay*d belovy to ſecure 
the maid, he cryed Damn her for a Bitch, Shoot her, Cut her Throat, what 
is her Life worth? Which Mrs. Garford takin g to be inearneſt, beſought 
them For Gods.ſake not to kill her maid ; hovvever Fack ſoon came up 
Stairs, vvhereupon he that firſt ſeized Mrs. Gatford, Commanded her to 
tell vvhere the money vvas,vvho replyed, She had none but what was in her 
Purſe: .Then he asked vvhere her Purſe vvas, ſhe faid i her Pocket, then 
pull it out ſaid he, buther Hands being vvithin her Coats, ſhe told hin 
ſhe could not, vvhereupon he ſaid he vvould rake it our, vvhich he do- 
ing, and then laying her on her Face vvith dreadful threats, that if ſhe 
ftirr*d They vvent direttly to the place vvhere the money vvas, 
altho! in a very private place; as alſo to the Glafs-Caſe of Plate: The firſt 
they had ſome difficulty to find,and vvere once about to go avyay vvith- 
out it,but one of them knocking aBoard in the Cloſet that vvas to dravy 
up heard it chink, and fo by force vvrenching it up,they took the mone 
before-mentioned, and other things not named : Having gotten their 
Prey,they told Mrs.Garford She muſt go down inte the Celler; to vyhich ſhe 
rogh yed Shegpuld not ſee the way, then he that came up firſt lead her, and 
vyhen ſhe vvas on the Topof the Stairs bid her take her firſt tep,vvhich 
ſhe did, and immediately flipp'd dovvn to the Botrom, and did the like 
on the Top of the Celler Stairs; being belovy they bound her to a Par- 
tition, and brought dovvn Agnes YVeariny, vuhom they bound likeyviſe 
and ſet her by her, bur ſo looſe that ſhe mighr eafily have unbound her 
ſelf ; near her likevviſe they laid a piece of Red Daemast, vyherevvith 
V Vearing pretended they had blinded her, and fo charging them not to 
ſtir for half an hour, nor make any noiſe , under the pain of being ſhot 
or run through; / for as they ſaid, they vvould ſtay half an hour to ob= 
ſerve them ) 2nd having plunder'd the Houſe they departed vvith their 
Booty : When as Mrs. Gazford hearing all till, and imagining as much, . 
bid her maid ( vvhoby this time had gotten her ſelf pretty vvell at liber. 
ty ) to cry out which ſhe feigned to do, but vvith fo lovy a Yoice, as 
ſhe vvas fure ſhe could be heard by none, and therein excufed her ſelf 
through the fear ſhe conceived of having her Throat Cur if they ſhould 
hapoen to return;hovvever, ſhe got ſo muchther liberty,that ſhe untiy's 
her miſtreſs, and then pretadned that her hands vvere tyed over 
Head, vvhich vvhen herMiſtreſs yvent to help her, ſhe found the ſame 
yvas {o looſe that ſhe could eaſily have untyed her ſelf. 

The Robery being thus Committed that Diſcovery might the better

the Perſon-he addreſſed himfelf to, 'for that ſh: was but, a Coak-Maid ; and 
when he found ſh2 made ſome difficulty in believing ir, becauſe ſhz 
was better habited than might well conſiſt with ſuch an Employment;

conſented, and went with her an1 the Old Woman as far as Hounds. 
ditch where the latter turned off : From thence. Agnes W-aring went

Evening,' to/which he replyed , He had a new Miſtreſs whoſe' Converſa- 
tion was wery taking, and: who had- invited him to pay her a viſit, and 10 
proceeded to'tell him the whole Story, whereupon they agreed to go 
Siker ; and'it being ſomewhat dark Mr. Hamlin left his Friend at a di-' 


ſtance, and knocked at her Maſters Gate, holding (to be the leſs known 
- if any bodyelle ſhouldopen it) the ends of his Periwig in his mouth; 
(the Poſture the party came in that-firſt ſeized Mrs,Gatford: ) Scarce had 

he knocked twice whenAgnesWearing opening,it,and not being capable 

of diſcerning who he was ; but ſuppoſing him to,be the Perſon he was 

not, fell ro puſhing him back, and as-one in an extraordinary ſurprize, 

cryed out, though fomewhat low, O! Mr. Davis what do you do here , 

will you ruin your ſelf and me ? there is a great ado about th: Robery, and 1 

would not have you appear here this Month : Is the Plate ſecure ? Have you 

ſhared the Money? [s My. Holland ſafe ? and having faid' theſe Words, 
(to which Mr. Ham/zn conceiving ſome Robery had been Committed 
made her a;ſuitable reply ; ) She thruft him to be gone and ſhut the. 

Gate, This.Mr. Hamlintold to his Friend and divers others, and heard 

ſoon after of the Robery-that had been Committed, and adviſed with 
ſeveral, whether he ſhould acquaint Mr. Gatford with what he had 
heard ; but ſome alledging he might bring himſelf into trouble if he 

had no better grand for'it, or no more to teſtife than what he. _

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heard, whereypohe forbore ir a Month or thereabouts ; after that he 
met Agnes Wearing 1n Mouor- Fie/ds with Hollands Feot-boy after her, 
and began to renew his former Acquaintance with her, tut at firſt ſte 
ſcemed ſtrange and would not know him, till he remembred her of ſe- 
veral paſſages that had been between them, arid then ſhe told him, She 
was fearful of lying alnan, and that (h e was going into Spittle-Fields, to get 
her Siſter to {je with her ; for it ſeems ſhe then was come from her place. 
This would not ſatishe him, but he would needs driok with het; fo af- 
ter having taken a View of Bethlehem, an dilmiiſed the Boy, they went 
toa Houle near Mocr-Gate; and there he told her how ſhe had miſtaken 
him ſuch a Night, and what he had heard her ſpeak and obſerved, 
whereupon ſhe = to excuſe it and to change Colour, and in the end 
Confelled, She was miſtaken, but that there was nothing in it , or to that ef. 
f:Q, and fo they parted. Mr. Hamlin not long atter acquainted N'r. G at. 
ford what he heard from Agnes Wearing,and Holand Having had Notice 
of this from the ſaid Agnes,went to take up the ſaid Hamwl:n, for charging 
him falſely with che {aid Robery : Then. Margaret Harris being Sworn, 
{aid that ſhe went to live with one Madam W”a/ron, who Jodged then at 
one Mr. Canes in New-ſtreet as her hired Servant about the middle of 4- 
2nſt laſt,and that onor about the beginning of September, Davis, Holland, 
and one Biſhop, were together at theDog-T averz in,or near, Vengate-ſtreer 
with her ad, (for ſo jhe called her) & another Woman, whit ſhe ſince 
helieves was Ms. Gatfords aid, making very merry there ; and that a- 
bout the middle of the fame month of Seprember, ſhe was lent out by her 
Lady to find out one Mr. Price, but not finding him ſhe returned to her 
Lady, & found H/ltemDaevis,whom ſhe often had ſeen there before,near 
her Cloſer Door, and one H«»ptoz fitting in the Room behind the Door, 
2nd ſhe then going near to her Lady, to give her ag Account of her Er- 
rand, !ooking over her ſhouider, ſaw Davzs take out of his Pocket a orcat 
handful of Rings ; a great part of which were mourrung Rings, and 
from amonglt them gave her Lady.a Diamond Ring, ſoon after which, 
PBavisand Hampton went away together ; and then her Lady faid to 
her, Margaret, fee here what 4 fine Ring Mr. Davis hath given me, which 
ſhe then looked upon,and obſerved the ſame to be a Diamond-Ring with 
ſeven Stones, in the middle one having a flaw therein filPd up with Sil- 
ver ; and thereupan told her Lady that ſhe wondered ſhe would rake it 
of him, for that he. wasa Clipper, a Shop-litter, and a very ill man, and 
therefore to be ſu{peRted that he had ſtolen it ; to which her Lady re- 
plyed, that the did nor care it he Robbed all the Shops 1a Town, fo that 
he maintained her handſomely ; upon which ſhe replyed, ſhe doubred 
ſhe would bring her ſelf into trouble by it, and was forry for it; upon 
that, her Lady was very angry with Her,and gave her a Box on the Ear, 
and bid her meddle with her own bulineis. About three or four days 
afterwards, her Lady ſent her to her Daughters, one Mrs. Stanly, at one 
Foots a Barber inBlow-Bladder-ſtreet,over againſt the Dog-T averz before - 
mentioned, to borrow ſome money of her ; where when ſhe came, ſhe 
found her a Bed,& gave her then an account of her buſineſs, who told her 
ſhe had no money ; whereupon ſhe asked her if ſhe had the Gazerre, up- 
on vvhich, Mrs. Stanly told her ſhe had, and there vvas a great Robe- 
ry Committed.mentioned therein, and ſhovved it to her; vyho read it, 


and found a Diamond-Ring vvith ſeven Stones, and other Deſcriptions

like a Gentlewoman whilſt ſhelived with her; arid if ſhe mirried ſhe 
vvould give her Five hondred Potthd, and: if: ſhe continued vvith her 
till ſhe dyed, ſhe vvould give her Fifty Pound a Year, for One & Tvven- 
ty Years ; to all vvhich, ſhe anſvvered very little ; but abouta Fortnighr 
aftervyards on a Sun4ay, Davis came and demanded the Diamond Ring 
of her Lady, which this deponent_ adviſed her privately, not to Jet him 
tave; however he fate down by her Tady on the Bed-{ide,with his hand 
upon his Knee, and whilſt he was diſcourſing ſhe obſerved a large plain 
Gold Ring; upon his Finger, which ſhe with his leave took off to look 
upon, much commending it, and defiring that he would give it her; and 
looking upon it and the Poſie, which was, God above increaſe ourlowe-; ſh: 
read the Jame aloud, in the preſence and hearing both of her Lady and 
the ſaid Davis, upon which ſhe told Davzs it was a good Pole, and fince 
he hadpromiſed to get her a Husband, he would do well ro give her that 
Ring againſt ſhe got him,but he would not, whereupon ſhe gave it him 
again,but-did not obſerve that herLady did let him have the Diamond 
King again; but after he was gone, ſhe ſaid to her Lady, what think you 
nowMadam,is it not true that Davis and Holland robbed theParſon, for this 
is the Ring, and the Poſie I read to you in the other Ring is the ſame poſee , 
both mentioned in the Gazette ; whereupon her Lady ( as formerly ) 
was very angry with her ; bat about two orthree Nights afterwards, 
Dawvss and one Harriſon came into her Ladys Chamber, and ſiting down 
Davis pulled farth a handful of Guineas and orher pieces, uponſight of 
which,. her Lady faid, Mr. Dav's when will you fend me in ſome--..... 
Davis replycd, and ſwore a great Oath, that next Week he would {end 
her ina Butchers Tray full ; whereupon ſhe ſaid ro Mr Harriſon, we

then Mr. Recorder asked her, whe was that Madam Walton, fhe hag 
{o often mentioned in her Evidence ? To which, ſhe anſwered that ſhe 
was there, ( pointing up to, the Gallery ) amongſt ſeveral other Ladys 
znd Women; Whereypon, Mr. Recoraer, ordet*d. an Officer to $0 up, im- 
mediitely. and wait upan her down, and thereupan ſhe was broughs into 
Court,. ( very r«bly habited ) and pretended ſhe was af Ir:fÞ Earls 
Daighter, and a Warman of Quality ; howeyer ſhe was committed tb 
Priſon-upon the Evidence that hag} been given, and an Indiftmgnt or- 
der'd ofe referr'd. aganſt her , d perſans bound-ro Prolecute the 
ſame, which Ke 1 was 2ccordingly gdoge, and the Tndiftment 
ſound, and there wes a Letter likewiſe given in Evidence againſt Holand 
which H-14nd ow n'd tobe his hand, and was wrote to Agnes Wearing, FA 
did mention things relating to this buſineſs; and then Holland"s Eoot- 
boy was called and Sworn, who teſtified that hehad been often, lent an 
meſſuages by bus Maſter zo Agnes Wearing, and by that. means was 10» 
ſrumental in having her taken by diſcovering the Lodging that. his Ma- 
ſer had often provided for her, tho? ſhe had ſhifted them divers times, 
and being in Cuſtody upon hearing thaf Davis and Holland were taken, 
ſhe cry'd out weare ail concerned, ang hoped tiey ſhould live and dye 
together, for ſhe waz reſolved ſhe would live and dye with them. 

This being the Subſtance of the Evidence given againſt the Priſoners 
at the Bar : They were then asked by the Recoraer every one of them 
ſingly, what they kadto offer. in defence.of themſelves againſt this great 
Crime.
